GENERAL JAMES STUART. 


_ Tv is the bope of virtuous men to 
live in the memory of friends to 
virtue. Those who have distin- 


guished themselves in the service of 


their country, are recollected with 
their character, their life and oc- 
tions become objects of imitation to 
others, The cause of virtue itself 
is cherished, by the verdict of public 
praise. Few men have grester 
claims to this distinction than the 
late General James Stuart, whether 
we view his character ina public or 
private light. It is the intention of 
this sabi to give a distinct

On Ist Janaary 1770, Licut. 
Stuart was promoted to the rank of 
captain, in the 64th, obtained, as his 
former commissions were, by pur- 
ehase. Daring his residence in 
Nov Sookie! Cot Stuart . acted 
a8 town-major of the gurrison of 
Halifax, and officiated as deputy 
aymester general to the troops 
serving in the province. By this 
time his professional talents had 
‘Begun to develop themselves, and 
he had acquired the confidence of 
his superior officers in o very bigh 
@egree. Natore hud VE on 
Him ‘the advantage of a good per- 
Son, « robust constitution, a frank 
and ingenious mind, He was re- 
marked for his soldierly behaviour 
ant appearance, and for the at- 
tentive discharge of his military 
dnties, joined to a pradent conduct. 

In 1773, Capt. Stourt returned 
with the regiment to the fort of 
Castle William, near Boston, where 
he remained until March 1776, 
when the army under Sir William 
Howe evacunted that town, and 
embarked for Halifix, At this 
place Capt. Stuart was appointed to 
the flank company of the reziment, 
wot served during the cumpaigna of 
F776 and 1777 in the second bat- 

talion of grenadiers, in the army 

under the command of Sir William 

Howe, Coptain Stuart was pre- 

sent at almost all the sctions and 

skirmishes which took place in the 
course of those campaigns. The 
enumeration of those octions will 
bring to the mind of the reader 
matty of the events of this unfor- 
tinate and ill-conducted war, while 
it will shew the variety and nature 
Of the engagements afd enterprises 
inwhich Capt. Stuart acquired pro- 
fessional knowledge and experience.

Jn all 
these affairs, which comprise many 
of the most interesting events in the 
freat coutest with America, some 
of which were successful, and others 
the reverse, Capt. Stuart afforded 
oaplendid cxample of cool and de- 
literate courage. He lost no op- 
portunity of displaying his firmness 
and valour, He encouraged the 
troops by his cheerfulness and equa- 
nimity, under the greatest priva- 
tions and fatigues. 

In November 1777, his Majesty 
appointee Capt. Stuart ma por fo a 
regiment, then nboat to be raised 
by the Earl of Seaforth. In Oe- 
teber 1778, Major Stuart left Ame- 
rica, and joined the 78th (now the 
72d) at that time stationed on the 
Islands of Guernsey and Jersey, 

The exertions of Major Sturt 
soon brought the regiment into such 
a state of discipline, and instructed 
the younger affteers aco well in their 
duties, that in Muy 1731 his Ma- 
Jetty ordered the 73th for foreign 
eetvice, In June following. it em- 
barked at Portsmouth and sailed 
for Madras, On this occasion, 
Major Start was promoteil to the 
local rank of lieutenant-col, in the 
East Indies. Ou the departure of 
the corps, the inhabitants of Jersey 
voted an address to Major Stuart, 
expressing the high opinion they 
entertained of himself and the re- 
giment, The address was forwarded 

y Gen, Conway, the governor, in a 
handsome cover, wiverting to the 
honorable impression whieh the de- 
meanour of the 78th had left,

Col. Fullurton made great use of 
Col. Stuprt’s advice and experience, 
which he acknowledged io liberal 
terms, Col. Stuart was present at 
the reduction of Paulghaatcherry, 
Coimbatore, and the other forts 
_ of the enemy. These operations 
however ceased by the premature 
and precipitate surrender of every 
conquest of Tippoo Sultaun, from 
on impatient wish of enticing bim 
to make peace. The southern 
army was withdrawn within the 
limits of the Company's jurisdiction, 
and arrived at Trichinopoly in Janu- 
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ary 1784. Peace was not finally 
concluded with Tippoo until the 
Ith of the following March. 

The command of the southern 
army for some time devolved on 
Col. Stuart as senior officer in the 
absence of Col, Fullartan, 

Soon after these evenis Colonel 
Stuart was appointed by the govern= 
ment of Madras to the command 
of the fort and garrison of Tanjore, 
At that day this military station 
was esteemed of the highest public 
importance, and as presenting most 
advantage to the individual holding 
it of any in this part of the Com- 
pany's one Here Col, Stu- 
art enjoyed for several years a 
species n porte cum dignitate, n 
life of comfort and ease compared 
with the variety of trying scenes 
through which be had passed. 

Tn this command he spent some 
of the most agreeable years of his 
life.

The publication of Major Fitz- 
clarence was one that promised cons 
siderable information respecting the 
progress of the war: as an histerical 
work, however, it was necestarily 
premature.

of a hasty route, is described ap- 

rently with prest accuracy atl 
ialicione discrimination; but his 
wecounts of distant operations are 
frequently imperfest : and though 
the circumstunces ander which he 
travelled must be Seinen a 
feneral apalogy, we could certaini 
have wished oy have been favoured 
with more detniled accounts of the 
operations of those divisians of our 
armies that were immedintely tp 
posed to the Pindarries. ‘The Jour- 
nul of our awthor js continued until 
his arrival in Eogland, and as‘ tis 
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route lay ovis’ Herp, abounds 
in interesting particulars respecting 
the present condition of that coun- 
try, and the interior of the two 
rai. pyramids, which he visited 
under the escort of Mr, Salt, ond 
the ingenious Italian who has lately 
been engaged in opening and ex- 
ploring the recesses of these an- 
cient and mysterious structures. 
Our author has amply availed bim- 
self throughout of the freedom und 
familiarity of style to which the 
journulist is usually entitled. He 
seldom aims at an elevated diction, 
and frequently degenerntes into 
jooseness and insipidity, The whole 
is written with a careless pen, but 
is the production of a discerning 
mind, and has the character of ease 
and simplicity,

February. At St. Helena he met 
the gratifying intelligence that his 
majesty had, in the previous year 
1792, appointed him one of his 
wides-des-comp, which honour con- 
ferred the permanent rank of Colo- 
nel in the army. 

The Contractor arrived ut Ports- 
mouth on the 29th June 1793. 
Col, Stuart proceeded to London, 
and at court met from his sove- 
reign that gratifying reception, that 
discriminating evidence of personal 
favor, which his distinguished ac- 
tions merited. Before he left St. 
James's, it was intimated to him by 
ane af his wag tion £2 arc that 
bis services would very soon be 
again required. Ino few days af- 
terwards, an explicit communica- 
tion by Mr. Dundas at the India 
brard, prepared him to go out as 
second in command in an expedition 
against the Isle of France, He 
had hardly been three months at 
home when he received his final in- 
structions, and Colonel Stuart left 
London. Limited to this apecial 
service, he received a commisson, 
dated 21st October, giving him the 
local rank of Brigadier-general. He 
embarked on his majesty’s ship the 
Diomede, then 1 ing at Ports- 
mouth, on the 24th October, and 
sailed immediately. After being 
three days at sea, adverse weather 
compelled the ship to put back to

not, it is obvious, always admit of 
it, without at least leaving the head- 
quarters deficient, and liable to the 
same evils which may be appre- 
hended from detached bodies being 
left to the control of native officers, 

There should be, L conceive, such 
an establishment of Sok olfi- 
cers, a4 to admit of there being ge- 
netally one licitenant-colonel and 
two tiajors to each battalion af in- 
fantry; and af the junior ranks, 
such a number as fo admit of there 
heing generally present for duty, 
exclusive of the numbers which the 
staff and other detached appeint- 
menté may be calculated to take 
away, at least two to cach oorn- 
paay. But without entering on any 


sriny, 
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detailed plan, what I would insist 
on is, that the attachment of our 
native Indian soldiery to their Eu- 
ropean officers is the keystone of 
our power in India; that while that 
is retained, nothing ean destroy this, 
Whatever stornis may arise, what- 
ever convulsions tay shake a local 
branch of wuthority from any occa 
sional misrule or erroneous regula- 
tions in other institutions, while 
this attachment is preserved on the 
purt of our native army, nothing 
can overturn our government, OF 
wrest India from our hands ; it is 


therefore of the utmost an 2a 
that no considerations should allow 
us to riek the loss or diminution of 
that attachment; to secure it, n0- 
thing is more essential than a con- 
#tant and interrapted mlercotirse 
between the native soldiers and the 
Enropean officers. The former 
shoal be able, on all occasions, to 
have recourse extlnsively to the lat- 
ter for direction ; in shorts the esta 
blishment shouli be such, as to af- 
ford an European officer upon nll- 
most every duty on which it may be 
necessary or possible ta employ @ 
file of native soldiers. , A 
lam, tir, yourt, be 
Cheltenham, 22d Aug. 1819.

BY these conditions, as is posi - 
tively asserted by the Governor- 
general, oo prejudice was wound- 
ed: the arrangement was one 
which these ill-fated nations had 
long and anxiously desired, Sp 
little, indeed, was their pride af- 
fected by admitting the British ga- 
vernment to the right of interfe- 
rence in their polities! concerns,

The moral or immoral result from 
the operation of the law, is left to 
accident. This Galance of interests, 
and the principle on which it is ad- 
vecated, not merely allows, but 
instigates the members of the same 
community to evade the moat salu- 
tary and essential obligutions. That 
man alms at sudden riches ny A 
profitable deception whieh the law 
cannot reach ; and this man says, 
that he would be satished to live 
honestly, which he cannot do with- 
out imitating his neighbour's artifice 
in. the same line. Thus the dete- 
rioration of agp character pro- 
pagasics itself. ‘The discoveries of 
science are perverted to the purposes 
of fraud. 4s ' 
Too glaring a symptom that the 
principle of honest dealing is weak 
ened, betrays itself in the extent to 
which the practice prevails of adul- 
terating articles of daily food with 
deleterious ingredients, While new 
ond intractable diseases are thus ge- 
nerated by ove set of inanufacturers 
amd traders, the conflict of balanced 
interests leads another nest af spe- 
culators to diminish, and sometimes 
to desivay the specific virtues of 
medica! drugs; and the secrets of 
chemistry are applied to render the 
plysician's resources uncertain at 
the ‘crisis of danger, and to defeat 
his salutary skill, In this double 
sport with life and death, health is 
betrayed, and sickness fortified by 
the peridy of avarice. Yet this 
crime against society, when detect- 
ed, is treated asa civil offence, and 
the infamy which attends it is for- 
gotten ina few days by the infa- 
tiated neighbours who soon renew 
their custom, Can the Chinese, 
with nothing but the precepts of Fo 
to restrain their propensity to pro- 
fitable deception, do worse ? ' 
Whoever reeds the accounts of 
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lish papers, ond recollects any thing 
of the spirited Odes of Pindar, 
must be struck with the superior 
tone in which the monly exercises 
of the Grecian vietors are detailed, 
We are not going to contrast the 
grandeur of poetry with the plain- 
ness of prose, nor chariot races 
with pugilistic combats; but the 
decent sod moral language inwhich 
the exhibitions of the qenas and 
the pencratiom chumpions are des- 
cribed, with the disgraceful slang, 
the ideas and associations af pre- 
datory origin, in which the rigmpls 
of English pugilists are nerroted, 
To point to avother blemi+h of more 
recent growth : were a foreigner to 
jedge of our maxims for social con- 
duct by the quantity of truth which 
muny popular orators infuse into 
inlammotory stutempents ot public 
ineetings, he might suppose that the 
characteristic failing of the ancient 
Cretans was odious bere only in 
private life, 

The large bands of rutiianly robe 
hers whe faseste have infested poh- 
lic fairs, and the scenes of crowded 
apectacies in the open air, appear , 
to indicate that depredstors, who 
are strangers to ewch other, 
dudlenty league together to intimi- 
date, attack ancl rifle, large bodies 
of honest le in an wnprecedent- 
ed manner, ‘The lamentable feature 
in the business is, that the lotter 
are not HuMmerous enough to protect 
themselves, though forming a mul- 
titude involved in common danger, 
ond witnessing a hundred outrages 
ot once. 

Have not armaments been filted 
out in Christian ports which are no 
better than speculations in piracy? 
Without going to the United States 
of America, or to Christian com- 
munities in Coutinental kurope, for 
further specimens of obliquity in 
opinion and action, enomgh lus 
been advanced to prepare our minds 
for conceiving that the compurative 
darkoess in which the heathen world 
has been hitherto left, is consistent 
with the attribute of Divine yood- 
nese in the exercise of a common 
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Providence. What though the doc- 
trines of Bramba and Bhutha still 
influence the inhabitants of» lore 
portions of the world,,to be shut 
wp in the dark chambers of super- 
stition may prevent os well as cure 
the ophthalmia of infidelity. Int- 
delity is appoted to the public war- 
ship of the deity in whatever tem- 
ple, and to the doctrine of furure 
rewards and ponishments emana- 
ting from whatever oracle. Pro- 
fessed deists, when affecting to 


. a 
undebatable authority, a8 a prin- 

le of union. If we measure de- 
grees in"the departure from the 
standard of revealed troth, Mahom- 
medanism will rank next to Jadaism 
and Christianity. ‘The advice of 
Garuliel—"* Lf this counsel, or this 
wark be of men, It will come to 
nouphe”—we canoot well almit to 
be a reasonable appeal to the coume 
of Providence, without extending 
it to the vicissitades in the Orienta 
seats of a cormpt Christianity, 
which led to the local ascendancy 
of the Kovan. Nor do we. thus 
abanden the superior evidence and 
authority of Christianity.

opinions of which the two opposite 
extremes are atheism ant poly- 
theiem. Thus, to drink to excess 
is a vice, although drinking is ® 
naturel and necessary act, ‘To ste 
is a crime, We do not say of @ pick~ 


pocket that he filched too much, of 
took too many “seat whatever 
therefore cannot committed in 
the smallest degree without inflict- 
ing a measure of injury on another, 
artakea of the nature of a crime. 
tn some relations vices become 

imes: thus a man whose habits 
af intemperance or idlenese couse 
distress and suffering to his wife 
and children, is a criminal. Vice 
lewd tocrimes, Where the exctse 
of a lawfal babit hurts no one but 
the individual, it is comparatively 
venial, But the fest ii, when the 
moment begine at which the gra- 





tihcation of the individual cannot 
be pursued without invading the 
happiness or property of another, 
Hence two men, wlio on a super- 
ficial view appear to belong wo the 
game clase of characters, may in 
reality differ as much «s twilight 
ani darkness; and though one of 
them is regarded with complacency, 
and the other with aversion, the 
anciety who manifests euch oppo- 
site sympathies scarcely knowing 
why, the distribution of favour may 
not be altogether arbitrary, Vice is 
frailty, aml chime malignity ; eri- 
minal vice has the effects of malig 
nity, without the intention, To 
refrain from vice requires the united 
strength of ssrliatie ari! of habit, 
Principle must be founded eithes 
on moral discernment, or falth in 
the instructions of another. Virtue 
then is strength, and vice is weak- 
nem, Crome is strength directed 
by weakocss, Hence o robber fre- 
quently goes through more fatigue in 
nocturnal expeditions than a lubour- 
er in his daily calling; and is more 
exercised in fasting and watching 
than a frier. Vice affects the indivi- 
dual; crime, society ; sin affronts a 
Divine governor. If we adhere to 
the two first definitions, lying ean 
no longer be regarded as n vice ; 
no, the breach of oy obligation 
aod engagement to tell the truth to 
another, is crime; and the habit 
of public lying at which we have 
already hinted a» a growing evil, 
when multiplied by number of 
persons addressed, and the number 
of minds to which the falsetwod 
travels under the illusory shape and 
eharicter of intelligence, is by the 
rum of its own properties « gigan- 
tic crime, an. injury fo society of 
frightful extent, Estimating by 
this acnle the magnitude which re- 
sults from so many multiplications, 
we perceive why in the Scripture, 
“ le who loveth and maketh » tie,” 
is enumerated among malefactors. 

Beneticence, or benefaction, used 
in the sense of doing good to others, 
is opposed to crime, as virtue is 
tu. vice, 
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To apply these definitions ins 
port of our last proposition, and in 
unfolding an hypothesis which ates 
to reconcile, redemption with res 
sponsibility: — May not the pro 
Pitimion, stonement, or satisfaction 
for sin offered by Christ, extend 
only to a remission of ar ae 
incurred by sin consi¢ered os an af- 
fenee aguinat the Majesty of God, 
it Which seuse only can vice,’ or 
crime, oF pure impiety be consider« 
ed os infinite in degree, ond there- 
fore to deserve on infinite punisle 
ment? Christ is the Saviour of the 
world from the anger of on offended 
Deity; but be is also the Judge of 
the world—aodl may oot the crimes 
committed inthe earth, as offences 
between man an! mom, deserve and 
receive the cognizance of a righte= 
ois gavernor? Or, let ue suppose 
the contrary, anid reduce the _— 
position to the form of a parable, 
A king pardous certoin rebels, and 
remits their debts, because they 
had heard «a chapter on clemency 
expounded in bre colleges; but 
exacts from other of his subjects, 
thut out from public instruction, 
duties exceeding their knowledge, 
and debis exceeding their ability, 
The same king appoints a day for 
universal justice, The indivicials 
Whose debts are exacted, institute 
a plea for the redress of grievances 
by their fellow subjects, the favour- 
ed rebels ; but when the day ars 
rives, the king will not iuquire into 
any thing dome by the favoured 
rebels to their fellow subjects, and 
the tialtreated ore silenced by pu- 
tishment. The conduct assignes 
to the king in this parallel is like 
bo principle of Divine government 
deducible from Seripture ; but it is 
like the Calvinistic theory of grace 
and righteoninesa, mercy and jus- 
tice. = Suerheus said, Tf 1 have 
taken any thing from ony man by 
false accusation, T restore him four- 
fold ;"° and Christ replied, ‘* This 
day is sulvation come to thy house.”

Sia s Of the great Persian he- 
roie poet Firdousi, thus presented 
at-the court of Sulton Mahmnd, let 
wi indulge ourselves in some farther 
remembrance. His native place 
was the city of Taws ; », which 
praise sedis fallen inte 
decay from the prosperity of Mash- 
had Mocaddas, or the holy city of 
Mosued, being only four farsangs 
distant ; and this last, in being the 


burial place of e3l st* Miisa-ar- 
rizzu, and three others out of the 
twelve ale! Imams, has, by being 


held in sanctity by all Mohammedan 
sects, been in the anarchy of past 
times preserved from that destruc- 
tion which haa rained all the once 
flourishing cities of this western 
port of Khorasan. In two often- 
quoted couplets he states himself, 
on finishing bis Shohnamab, to 
have, “ during the last thirty yeara, 
“ undergone much mental labour, 
* ond to have revived Persia by his 
Parsi. dialect ; that through his 
@ studies thé arm of eloquence ac- 
 guired vigor, and b in the 
‘© Paklowi language came into re- 
“ putation.,” Now, as Firdowsi 
died at the age of seventy, and 
Mahmid's reizu did not altogether 
exceed twenty-seven years, he must 
pot been at Jeait a third of that 
time employed on his great prem, 
and ka Teachtd his iftieth year 
before he was presented at Ghaz- 
nuh; and it is very probable that 
his original work was « regular eple, 
which he afterwards modelled so aa 
te conform with the commands 
his royal and dictatorial patron. The 
plan of that work might have pos 
abl gt geal with ‘our oe 
ropean ideas of an epic poem, than 
the result of the teak which Mah- 
mud set him; bot it were useless 
now to coquire what that plan was, 
Asiatic Journ.—No. 47.

He reck’d pot of the Tile he Jon, or 
On making this quotation from a 
standard writer, it is not so much 
with the view of criticising the no- 
ble poet, whose sentiments are on 
this occasion the model of per- 
fection, and his language as correct 
perhaps as his mother tengne will 
aimit of, bot of calling the atten- 
tion of our English critics to three 
such glaring defects in o passage, 
Which they are more likely to quote 
themselves than any other, for its 
epirit, elegance, and beaury; and 
in fact, sin¢e the above was written, 


Vet there is a fourth, and a still 
more reprehensible blemish remains 
to be noticed, in which the poet 
must, | fear, bear a portion of the 
blame; camely, an occasional 
harshness, as is observable in the 
first and seventh lines, which grates 
upon the ear, and leads us to regret 
that Lord Byron could not have 
studied the melliflaence of Persian 
poetry, the language of which, as 
have formerly remarked, is so 
congenial in words and idiom to the 
English, that be might have done 
fuller credit to such fine sentiments. 

Either our provunciation of many 
classical Greek and Latin verses is 
vicious, or a similar defect often at- 
taches to theirrhyme. On Eineas 
deserting her, in the midst of fran- 
tic denunciations of revenge and 
ruin, Dido all at once apostrophises 


herself, and calmly says : 


Infeliz Dide | nune te fate impin tongunt. 
Unhappy Dido! now is thy evil destiny 
fallen heavily upon thee.

One common subject of risdicule 
with our petty critics is the extra- 
vagance wt oriental metaphors and 
similes; but though occasionally 
bold and remote from our English 
idioms, and potions of nkopeaiy.

Thus when Fir- 
dousi, as he often does, compares

And in the last trifling 
and no very credituble incident he 
has been carefully copted by all our 
best heroic poets; for the Eneid, 
though it comprebends the trans- 
actions of seven years, opens also 
within a few months of its ocon- 
cluding event, with a storm, which 
drives Eneas and his Trojans into 
the territories of queen Dido, and 
she is. very carefully made to pros- 
titute herself aod become bis mis- 
tress; but in prosecution of his 
destiny, (for the fates ore the chief 
agents with the Greeks.and Romana, 
as well as with the orientalista,) he 
no sooner gains her heart and per- 
son, than be most ungallantly anil 
unploudly forsakes ber. Unless we 
consider Satan as hiv dero, there 
being only two human beings ou 
this earth at the time, Milton had 
no opportunity of giving his ruling 
eredne a mistress: however, le 
mitates his two great predecessors, 
by also commencing his Paradise 
Lost not many days before Eve, 
by allowing herself to be bribed hy 
an apple, makes herself the mis- 
tress of the flesh and the devil, 
righ the evil of original sin updo

Nor have 
the Greek ond Latin longoages, 
whatever they may have in wards, 
any connexion in idiom with our 
English; for this is directly derived 
from the Saxon, and the Saxom is 
clearly a dialect of the Perainn lan- 
guige. . 

After noticing such irregularities 
in our Greek und Latin poems, let 
us not hear again the silly cant of 
the monstrousness of Firdovsi's fays, 
fairies, genii, elves, ancl demons, 
from which elass of fancy beings 
Pope, in hia sylphs and sylphids, 
has rendered his Roepe of the Lock, 
through their supernatural areney, 
the frst comic epopee this or any 
other nation can boast of. ‘The 
demons with whom Firdousi o¢ca- 
pies the tich province of Muzande- 
ran, anil great desert to the east of 
that, are more ingenious*and less 
mischievous than the gtomes of

language; ami our literature, 
“without ony immediate view of 
their becoming Christians;” and 
says, “ that one great instrument 
of the success of Christianity will 
be the diffusion of European know- 
ledge." He says, that, “ though 
preaching must form a prominent 
part of the system, it seems rarely 
to hove excited any interest be- 
yond that of transient curiosity,” 
and, that, the native mind must 
be prepared by education to com- 
cechend the importance and truth 
of the doctrines proposed to them.” 
The Lord Bishop thinks, “ that 
teaching the English language 
as entirely i jae condition 
the aphere of tear ilies gunetally, 
woul teach them to inquire, at 
east, upon subjects on which we 
do not professedly instruct them.”

“host of heaven” may apply, as 
terms of apparent congruity, to 
the planets of that system. It re- 
sults from comparing the tradition 
of what had been revealed to the 

atriarchs with the first chapter of 
Hebrews, that Christ himself ts 
identified with the divine Creator 
of this earth, and that he is the 
proper object of immediate wor- 
ehip, as a visible manifestation of 
ytomen and angels. With- 
outa visible manifestation of Deity, 
there might be atheists even in 
rably commanding all the 
phenomena of creation anid 
truction, the perceptible brightness 
of Supreme glory is yet to be dis- 
tinguished from the invisible Fa- 
ther of the universe, Christ him- 
gelf has taught us to think and 
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epeak with greater awe of the Di- 
vine Being, who effects the phe- 
nomena ol holy inspiration, the 
a erious communicator of divine 
influence and knowledge, the in- 
visible manifestation of the Deity, 
perceived only by the intellect, 
through sensible accessions of truth 
and grace, of purified thought, 
pious love, and spiritual felicity. 
“ And whoever speaketh a word 
against the son of man, it shall 
be forgiven him; bot whosoever 
speaketh against the Holy Spirit, 
it shall not be forgiven him, neither 
in this world, neither in the world 
to come.” Mat, xii. 92.—We are 
not to infer from this, that a 
deliberate impiety or apostacy, in 
regard to the Divine Saviour of 
mankind, is a light offence ; but 
that on account of the difficultica 
which the union of the human to 
the Divine nature in the person of 
Christ presents to the limited ca- 
pacity of man, some involuntary 
mistakes in forming o creed upon 
that head will be forgiven. It may 
be conceded to homan arithmetic, 
that three cannot be one, nor one 
three, in the sense in which three 
art three, or one is one; but it 
may still be demonstrable in hen- 
venly matheniatics, that there is 
unity of will and counsel between 
three Divine modes of perfect in- 
telligence. All the dificulty in
